E writer of the Book of Ecclesiastes 

said in his writing, that in all of his 
searching the depth of wisdom, “Lo, this 
‘ only have I found, that God hath made 
man upright; but they have sought out 
many inventions,” Eccl. 7:29. 

Man, the perfected instrument of God, 
made in the image of God, which was 
without a flaw, transgressed. In_ his 
transgression he put his mind to work to 
see if he could not find a covering for 
sin.

Now | would like to show you that it 
is useless to try to cover a sin as Adam 
and Eve did because the more you try 
to cover a sin the more you show by your 
inventions that there is something 
shameful hiding under the cover. To 
prove that statement, if you will go with 
me to the 8th verse, I will try to show 
you that although Adam and Eve had 
made themselves aprons, it was not 
enough.

Bishop Brooks states that 1942 is the 
crucial year of the war, pointing out 
that “there are five major nationals in 
the war—U. S., England, Russia, Ger- 
many and Italy—and five dynamic lead- 
ers — President Roosevelt, Winston 
Churchill, Joseph Stalin, Adolf Hitler 
and Benito Mussolini. President Roose- 
velt was born in 1882, took office in 
1933, has been in office nine years and 
is sixty years old. Churchill was born in 
1874, took office in 1940, having been 
in office two years, and is sixty-eight 
years old. Stalin was born in 1879, has 
been in office since 1924, has served 
eighteen years and is sixty-three years 


old. Hitler was born in 1889, became dic- 
tator in 1933, has served nine years and 
is fifty-three years old. Mussolini was 
born in 1883, came to power in 1922, 
has served twenty years and is fifty-nine 
years old. The figures, says Bishop Brooks, 
in any of these groups total 3,884. The 
conflicting groups are generally thought 
of as two groups, Allies and Axis, and 
3,884 divided by two gives 1942, the 
date of the current year. If the four dig- 
its of the figure 3,884 are added to- 
gether, they total 23. Add these digits 
together and one gets five. This, says 
Bishop Brooks, is the ancient symbol of 
conflict, meaning five years of war.” This 
may be a jinx or it may be true; we will 
have to be content to wait and see.

Rep. Joseph R. Bryson, of South Car- 
olina, speaking in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, quoted Dr. Hoo Chi Tsai, of 
China, relative to the liquor traffic as 
follows:

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pa up a chair, brethren, and let’s 
talk over a thing or two. Much has 
been said about the attitude of these two 
men, James and Paul, toward justifica- 
tion by faith. Some believe that the book 
of James was never divinely inspired and 
should be excluded from the New Testa- 
ment. Others insist that the two men 
contradicted each other and to believe 
one is to doubt the other. These are ex- 
treme interpretations, however; so we 
will give the more common approach to 
the question. 
The Common Approach 

There seems to be a general belief 
among many scholars that Paul was 
speaking about what one must do to 
OBtain justification, while James had in 
mind what one must do to REfain justi- 
fication. The former has to do with “in- 
ternal consecration to God,” while the 
latter has to do with “external observ- 
ances to Christian duty.” One is supposed 
to immediately PRECEDE forgiveness 
of sins while the other is supposed to 
FOLLOW such an experience. By one 
we become saved and by the other we 
stay saved. 

Introduction 

I never write an 
article for publici- 
ty. My several con- 
tributions of recent 
publications were in 
response to duty and 
this one is likewise. 
All I ask you to do 
is to REASON with 
me when _ issues 
arise. It is my sin- 
cere belief that the * 
best interpretation 
of scripture is to be found in the pend- 
ing scriptures themselves. The second 
chapter of James and the fourth chapter 
of Romans are no exceptions to this rule. 

Now I shall stir the issue with my 
opening statement. With due respect to 
every opinion on these passages, | must 
declare that the more common approach 
to them is one of error. If you will con- 
sider my treatment of this matter I am 
sure you will appreciate it afterward, 
especially when you meet a preacher who 
doesn’t believe in repentance, or other 
essentials to salvation. 

Text 

“For as the body without the spirit is 
dead, so faith without works is dead 
also,” Jas. 2:26. 

ANYWHERE, ANYHOW, and 
ANYTIME you find the body without 
the spirit you find a DEAD BODY. If 
a body without the spirit is a dead body, 
there is no conclusion to draw other 
than that a body without the spirit is a 
dead body. “As the body without the 
spirit is dead, so faith without works is 
dead also.” ANYWHERE, ANYHOW, 
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‘and ANYTIME you find faith without 


works you find a DEAD FAITH. If 
faith without works is dead, there is no 
conclusion to draw other than that faith 
without works is a dead faith.

ANYWHERE! ANYHOW! ANY- 
TIME! Does that sound like there are 
times when the body is alive even though 
it may be without the spirit? Are there 
any conditions in which a body without 
the spirit is capable of showing signs of 
life? Is there any place where a body 
can live without the spirit? The answer 
is NO! It takes the spirit to give the 
body life and I have no modifications 
to offer when I make such a statement. 

As with the body, so it is with faith. 
It, too, requires something to give it life. 
As the body needs the spirit to make it 
alive at ANY PLACE, so faith needs 
works also. As the body needs the spirit 
to make it alive under ANY CONDI- 
TION, so faith needs works also. As the 
body needs the spirit to make it alive at 
ANY TIME, so faith needs works also. 
It takes works to give faith life and I 
have no modifications to offer when I 
make such a statement. 

A Question 
Now we are ready to ask a question. 


If faith requires works in any place, at 
any time and under any condition, then 


—does not the faith of James 2 refer to 
the “faith of justification,’ whether it 
is for obtaining justification or for re- 
taining justification? If not, then James 
made a mistake in comparing “faith with 
works” to the “body with the spirit.” 

Just follow along, reader, for we are 
just getting under way with proof that 
no difference exists between James and 
Paul as to faith, and that both chapters 
reveal the same treatment of that faith 
under the same times and conditions. 

Three Undeniable Facts 

Rom. 4:2,3, “For if ABRAHAM 
were justified by works, he hath where- 
of to glory; but not before God. For 
WHAT SAITH THE SCRIPTURE? 
ABRAHAM BELIEVED God, and it 
was counted unto him for righteous- 
ness.” 


Jas. 2:23,24, “And THE SCRIP- 
TURE WAS FULFILLED WHICH 
SAITH, ABRAHAM BELIEVED God, 
and it was imputed unto him for right- 
eousness: . . . Ye see then how that by 
works a man is JUSTIFIED and not by 
faith only.” 

From the above quotations one has 
to admit THREE 
FACTS. First, both 
James and Paul 
were discussing the 
SAME SUBJECT 
—Justification. Sec- 
ond, they allude to 
the SAME PERSON 
—Abraham. Third, 
they referred to the 
SAME SCRIP- 
TUR E—Gen. 15: 
6. 

All right, let’s add 
it up and find out what we have. The 
SAME SUBJECTS “plus” the SAME 
PERSONS “plus” the SAME SCRIP- 
TURES are “equal to each other.” It is 
impossible to make anything else out of 
it and obtain the correct answer. It is 
nothing other than a _ theorum in 
“scriptural geometry’—TWO THINGS 
EQUAL TO THE SAME THING ARE 
EQUAL TO EACH OTHER. Those 
preachers who believe that a person can 
be saved without doing anything don’t 
know their “geometry.” 

Now don’t lose control of yourself. 
Take it calmly and weigh everything on 
the “scales of reason.” You must give 
honest weight to keep a job with the 
Master. 

Two Mistakes 

The reason many people are confused 
over the matter is the fact that they 
label the doctrine of James with the 
wrong brand. It is not a doctrine of 
“faith AND works,” but rather a doc- 
trine of “faith WITH works.” This is 
the first mistake usually made by the

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Man’s Double Disease via 
Inbred Sin and Actual Sins 


H. J. BOATMAN 


The term “inbred sin” is an abbrevia- 
tion of “inbreed or inborn,” so that the 
term “inbred sin” has for centuries been 
used as denoting that amount and quality 
of moral corruption which has come 
down from Adam and Eve into the souls 
of all their posterity. This term “inbred 
sin” is used to distinguish hereditary 
evil from the form and degree of “ac- 
tual sins.” The Bible defines actual sins 
thus: “any transgression of the law of 
God is sin,” 1 John 3:40. But the same 
penman goes behind the action and de- 
fines inbred sin thus: “All unrighteous- 
ness is sin,” 1 John 5:17. Let us note the 
scriptural characteristics of man’s two 
diseases. 

As To Their Age 

Inbred sin is that corruption of hu- 
man nature that is as old as mankind. 
Actual sin can only be as old as Adam. 
Hence, it is termed by the Holy Ghost 
the “old man.” But the Spirit designates 
it as “our old man,” Rom. 6:60. It is 
that portion of the impure nature of 
Adam which is transmissible, and which 
resides in every individual heart until ex- 
tirpated by sanctification. David speaks 
of this inbred sin, “Behold I was shapen 
in iniquity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me,” Psa. 51:50. And he clear- 
ly discriminates between this inborn evil 
and his personal sins. With reference to 
his own personal sins he prays, “Blot 
out my transgressions,” Psa. 51:1. But 
with reference to this inborn evil which 
had come down the ages, he says that 
when it is removed he will have “hid- 
den” purity and “be whiter than snow,” 
Psa. 51:7. Paul calls it the ‘old leaven.” 
1 Cor. 5:7, “Purge out therefore the 
old leaven.” 

As To Their Quantity 

The Bible teaches us that the quantity 
and kind of inbred sin is about the same 
in every one born of Adam. In_ the 
amount of sin displayed or committed, 
no two persons may be the same, but as 
to inherited sin, the Bible teaches a uni- 
form kind of evil in every man. “And 
God saw the wickedness of man, that ev- 
ery imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually,” Gen. 
6:50. It does not say of “men” but of 
“man.” He had as much inbred sin as 
the rest, to start with, but he yielded to 
grace and turned his inbred evil over to 
God. “Behold the Lamb of God, that 
taketh away the SIN of the world,” 
John 1:29. It does not say SINS of the 
world, but the SIN of the world. No two 
have committed the same number and 
kinds of sins. The actual sins of the world 
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‘principle of “hereditary sin,” 


are innumerable, but the old man, or in- 
bred sin of the world, is the same in all 
generations. Jesus has not only a pro- 
vision for blotting out the acts of the 
world, but has a provision to root out ev- 
ery sprout of indwelling sin from man- 
kind. 
As To Their Unity 

Every act of committed sin may dif- 
fer some from every other actual sin, but 
all spring from the one seed of sin deep 
down in the heart. Inbred sin ig a unit 
of evil. If you have “any sin whatever” 
in your heart, you have the “seed of all 
sins in you.” This is where the world is 
stumbling. But what does the Bible say 
about the unity of depravity? Deut. 29: 
18, “Lest there should be among you 
man or woman . . . whose heart turneth 
away from the Lord our God, .. . lest 
there should be among you a root that 
beareth gall and wormwood.” Here God 
declares that the “root” of sin has its ex- 
istence in the hearts of men and women 
among His own people, and though “‘gall 
and wormwood” represent actual sins, 
yet they all sprout from the vile unit 
“root” of inbred sin. Phe Holy “Ghost 
repeats this old text in later ages. Heb. 
12:15, “Lest any root of bitterness 
springing up trouble you, and many be 
defiled.” Here we see that the single 
“root” of depravity in the heart may 
so sprout and spread as to produce mul- 
tiplied defilements, proving that if there 
be any kind of impurity in the heart, 
there is the germ of every kind of im- 
purity. Paul calls it the “body of sin,” 
Rom. 6:6. This “body” of sin would 
never be termed the “body” of sin were 
is not an organic whole, a unit of evil. 
Again, Paul calls it the “body of the sins 
of the flesh,” Col. 2:11. Here we see that 
all the manifested sins of the flesh, which 
are in the plural number, proceed from 
the inward “body” of inbred sin which 
is put in the singular. And in all these 
passages we see that it is the “destruc- 
tion” of this unit “body” of inbred sin 
which constitutes the work of sanctifi- 
cation. In many passages we see that ac- 
tual, committed sins are put in the 
plural, while inherited sin, the “root” 
of sin, the “body” of sins, is always put in 
the singular number. The Holy Ghost 
did not blunder in His grammar. “Put off 
the old man with his deeds,” Col. 3:9. 
Here the “old man” is in the singular, 
referring to the “self nature,” the unit 
but “his 
deeds” are in the plural, referring to the 
variety of sins springing from the unit 
seed of sin in the heart. If you “feel 





down in your heart” the uprising of re- 
sentment, retaliation, ill will, anger, 
pride, ambition, love of distinction, im- 
pure wishes, murmuring, love of money, 
etc., though you keep it hid, yet you 
need a pure heart. Go to Mark 7:21-23, 
and see what cometh from an impure 
heart. Therefore it is the seat of all 
evil. 

Are We Accountable For Inbred Sin? 

We are not responsible for the exist- 
ence of inbred sin, but we are responsi- 
ble for taking the remedy by which it 
can be removed. “If I had not come and 
spoken unto them, they had not sin; but 
now they have no cloak for their SIN,” 
John 15:22. Jesus does not say SINS but 
SIN, including the inherited body of sin. 
If Jesus had not revealed a remedy for 
our depravity, we would not be ac- 
countable for it, as our will had nothing 
to do with its origin and transmission, 
but when Jesus reveals to us a fountain 
of all cleansing blood for both actual and 
hereditary sin, then we are accountable 
to that precious blood. When we see the 
provision for the complete cleansing 
from inbred sin, and then refuse to ac- 
cept it, we reject that part of the gospel, 
and ‘“‘adopt” inbred sin as our own. 
Hence, Jesus says, “no cloak for their 
sin.” We are not responsible for inbred 
sin. We are responsible “for the 
continuance of it.” “To him that know- 
eth to do good and doeth it not, to him 
it is SIN,” James 4:17. It is sanction- 
ing inbred sin to reject sanctification. 
Do You Still Say We Have No Inbred 

Sin? 

Rom. 7:21-23, “But I see another law 
in my members.” This shows very clear- 
ly that there are two laws at work in 
those who are saved. The law of God is 
accepted in the work of regeneration and 
is after the inward man that desires to 
do good, but there is another law pres- 
ent that brings the innocent man into 
captivity. The conflict between the two 
laws is realized by believers until they 
are sanctified, at which time the law of 
sin is eradicated. Evil tempers, man fear, 
pride, and self-will are manifestations of 
the carnal nature, and every truly con- 
verted person has felt these symptoms of 
carnality in the heart after he was saved. 
1 Cor. 3:3, “For ye are yet carnal.” Paul 
was addressing converted people because 
he called them “brethren and babes in 
Christ,” Ch. 3:1. They were the Lord’s 
people, but greatly in need of an ex- 
perience they had not received. Rom. 7: 
14, “I am carnal, sold under sin.” Paul, 
speaking of himself in the natural state, 
says in verse 18, “In me dwelleth no good 
thing.” That was Paul’s inbred sin be- 
fore sanctification. Verse 20, “It is no 
more I that do it, but sin that dwelleth 
in me.” John 3:6 shows us that all born 
by nature are unwhole. Rom. 5:19, “By

“Neither yield ye your members as 
instruments of unrighteousness unto 
sin: but yield yourselves unto God as 
those that are alive from the dead, and 
your members as instruments of 
righteousness unto God.” Rom. 6:13. 


The greatest instrument in the hands 
of God is a life that is yielded to Him. 
A life that is filled with thoughts of 
this world, a life that would rather 
serve self than God, is by no means 
one that God is going to work through. 
God wants the life that wants Him to 
have it. A life that wants self to rule, 
that wants self to have full sway, that 
wants to work out its own plans, is not 
the life that God is going to bless. 


A yielded life is a Christ-centered 
life. Such a one seeks not his own but 
rather God’s will. And to _ banish 
thoughts of self, that would conflict 
with that will, for a Christ-centered life 
is the life of Christ manifested in us. 


Jesus Himself said, “I come not to 
do mine own will but the will of him 
that sent me.” A yielded life lets God 
work, have His way in all things. There 
is joy in a life of such—consolation, 
contentment, peace of mind. The Chris- 
tian who has completely turned life 
over into the hands of God has taken 
his eyes off the things of this world, 
and looks to God above. The things of 
this world have no place in his heart. 
The life so yielded puts itself down, 
down, at the feet of Jesus, and the 
lower it puts itself, the higher it can 
see until at last every thought and ev- 
ery desire centers around Christ Him- 
self. The reason Christians do not have 
power and the presence of God in their 
lives as they should have, is because 
they have not come to the place where 
their lives are fully yielded to Him. 


There is a great difference between 
the ordinary Christian and the one whose 
Lfe is fully yielded to God. One who is 
fully yielded is consistent in prayer; 
appreciates good deeds. Throughout the 
day words of harshness or ill feeling are 
not heard to fall from his lips. When he 
talks to someone the presence of a holy 
life is felt. He has a desire in his heart 
to see people saved. Wherever he goes 
and whatever he does the beauty of 
holiness is seen in his life. A yielded life 
brings forth a holy life. Real holiness 
comes oply through the power of the 
Spirit of God and thus enables him to 
be guided and dominated by the Spirit. 
When so many times a person looks back 
on his life and sees his mistakes and 
sins, he sometimes wonders, “Should I 
go on? Can I really live the Christian 
life?” But each time there comes a small 
voice saying, “Yield yourself to God,” 
and whenever that life yields itself to 
God then God fills that life and gives 
power to live according to the will of 
God. God wants us to give ourselves, 
not to a work but to an occupation, not 
to a field of service but to Him. Not 
that He wants us to have a special work 
to do.for Him but rather that our- 
selves should FIRST be yielded to Him 
so that He can work out His plan 
through us and in our lives. There are 
those who will give money, time and 
talent, yet their LIVES are not fully 
surrendered to Christ. God wants US 
and until we are completely given over 
into the hands of God to do His will 
instead of ours, we have not come to the 
place that God wants us to be. God 
wants us in His hands to mould, to 
make, to use us. Thus we become “I in 
you and you in me, I in the Father and 
the Father in me,” meet for the Master’s 
use, Amen.

I can’t think of a more beautiful or . 


perfect picture. It is exquisite in every 
sense of the word. It brings also to the 
mind a thought of poem or song, or 
perhaps instruments skilfully played up- 
on. 

“A word fitly spoken.” It makes you 
think of the stones hewed out of the 
mountain and brought to the builders 
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and every stone fitted perfectly. 

A word fitly spoken produces a 
miraculous effect. It does the work of 
thousands of words used in argument. 
There is no answer to a word fitly 
spoken. 

About four years ago I had a little 
daughter who lay very ill. Doctors and 
nurses tried to prepare her father and 
me for her death. I prayed day and 
night for her recovery. Finally the doc- 
tors and nurses began to say, “She can’t 


live and we don’t see what is keeping 
her alive.” They said she couldn’t pos- 
sibly live three months. But she lived 
seven months. The church folks seemed 
to know she couldn’t live too. They 
would ask me if I was still praying for 
her. My answer was, “Of course.” But 
one day a young married woman camc 
home from Pennsylvania to visit her 
mother, Sister Sargeant, of Flint. She 
came to my house, too, to visit our 
family. We had brought our little giil 
home from the hospital and so she was 
able to see her too while at our house. 
Upon leaving she turned to me on the 
porch and said, “Vera, are you still pray- 
ing for her?” I answered, “Of course, 
I am.” She waited a minute and then 
said, “If she has to stay in that con- 
dition she might better be——.” I felt 
my heart hardening and all my will 
power rising up for battle. I thought she 
was going to say “be dead. 

But the words that she said were 
fitly spoken. They soothed me and broke 
down my resistance and began to com- 
fort me in the hour of my hardest trial, 
when I needed a friend to guide and 
one who could tell the truth, one who 
could speak words of life and love. 
Remember, I was in trouble and anguish, 
I couldn’t pray through. Oh yes, I said, 
“Thy will be done,” every time I prayed. 
The words she said were, “She might 
better be in heaven.” She left right away 
and I went in the house and looked at 
my little girl, but I was trying to 
decide something. I saw I could leave 
her for a minute and those fitly spoken 
words had done their work. I went to 
prayer. This was my prayer, “Lord, I 
won’t ask you another time to heal 
Virginia. My faith is as large now as it 
was when I asked you this many times 
to heal her. You can if its your will, but 
don’t let her suffer any more. Thy will 
be done.” The next morning she died 
praising the Lord. 

I expect the greatest sorrow that is 
facing us now is sending our boys to 
war. Anguish is tearing at the hearts 
of mothers and fathers all over the land. 
They have a nameless dread, a yearning 
to hold their boys in the safety of their 
arms like they did in yesteryear. Then 
they realize that that is impossible. 
Impossible sounds so hopeless. It is hardly 
a fitly spoken word, but I hear Mark 
repeat the Lord’s own words (oh words 
fitly spoken!), ‘““With men is its impos- 
sible, but not with God, for with God 
all things are possible.” Bless His name! 
He is a comfort to those who need com- 
fort. 

Don’t let 
sorrow blind you. Don’t feel so abused. 
You are a child of the King. You have 
access to the throne of grace. You have 
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He Wouldn't Pay His Bills 


HE bishop and his cabinet call me 

“a problem.” My brethren call me 
a failure. Merchants in the towns where 
I have preached call me a “deadbeat.” 
Only my wife and children believe in 
me. But I will rest my case with God. 

When I was graduated from college 
twenty years ago I was in debt. Two 
weeks before my commencement day a 
big corporation offered me a good cleri- 
cal position at a handsome salary, and I 
was trained to fill it. The pay was regu- 
lar, the hours were reasonable, the pos- 
sibilities of advancement were good. 
Above all, it offered me a chance to pay 
those college debts. 

But a $1,500 appointment was soon 
to be open in my Conference, and my 
district superintendent wanted me to 
take it. I felt called of God to preach, 
and my whole soul cried out for the op- 
portunity this church offered. But I was 
in debt, and I hesitated. 

A friend of my aging father had 
loaned we $500 with which to finish col- 
lege. Inasmuch as I owed him the money 
I felt that the only fair thing was to go 
to him and lay the facts before him. I 
did so, and he urged me to take the 
church appointment, even though I 
would be slower paying him. 

At the same time I was engaged to a 
young professional woman, well trained 
and competent, who was earning more 
than the salary offered by the church. 
But she loved me, she loved the Church, 
and she was willing to marry me, debts 
and all. 

When I stood before the altar of the 
church to receive ordination, I was asked 
the question that all young Methodist 
preachers are asked, “Are you in debt 
so as to interfere with your work?” and 
I answered, “‘No.” I thought I was telling 
the truth. Five hundred dollars’ debt, 
$1,500 salary, health, enthusiasm—it 
looked easy. 

Of course, I needed a car. I thought 
it was a matter of economy to buy a 
used one, paying for it on monthly in- 
stallments. Then, suddenly, my father 
died and my mother was in need of help. 
I had to borrow more money to assist 
her in the emergency. When the car pay- 
ments came due I could not meet them 
for I had paid the undertaker something 
“on account.” The finance company 
started trouble. To make my payments 
on the car meant that I neglected my 
accounts with the tradesmen who fur- 
nished us with food and clothing. 

By the middle of the third year I had 
the car paid for, but I was still in debt 
to the undertaker and the local mer- 
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chants. Just at this juncture my wife, 
who had recently become a mother and 
was doing her own housework, con- 
tracted tuberculosis. The doctor advised 
a permanent change of climate. So I 
transferred to a Western state. 

It was impossible, of course, for me to 
pay those debts, so I signed promissory 
notes for all of my obligations, and bor- 
rowed a little more cash for the westward 
trek. I shall always be grateful to that 
large circuit of small churches in the 
West which accepted me as its pastor. 
My only visible assets were a sick wife, 
a baby, a broken-down car which would 
have appeared unsafe, even to the Joads, 
and a determination to see it through. 

My salary was small and irregularly 
paid. I tried to keep up the interest on 
my original debt and repay some of the 
last money I had borrowed. This meant 
buying necessities on credit. 

After about six months the merchants 
began to whisper about that I would not 
pay my bills. I do not blame them. They 
were entitled to their money. But some 
of my members heard about it, too, and 
refused to pay me. At the end of the year 
$200 was due me in unpaid salary. I had 
counted on this to clean up my accounts 
in the town, but the merchants went un- 
paid. 

The next year the board reduced the 
salary $200. I was entirely ignorant of 
the whispers that were going about, and 
tried earnestly to pay on my new debts, 
my old debts, and the interest on my old 
loan. I did make a tiny bit of progress, 
but not enough to satisfy any one credi- 
tor. At the end of the year I was moved. 
I owed the merchants $300 and the cir- 
cuit owed me $400 beside the $200 cut. 

This routine was repeated several 
times. After ten years my wife had re- 
covered her health but I was in the midst 
of a nervous breakdown. About that time 
I heard of a minister in my former Con- 
ference who wanted to exchange for an 
appointment in the West. I came back 
East and am still dragging my debts from 
one poor circuit to another. I will soon be 
fifty years old. 

When I go to Conference I do not go 
near the book table. There is no use. I 
could not buy. I seldom read a new book, 
attend a pastor’s school, subscribe for a 
magazine, or preach a new sermon. Those 
debts have absorbed all my vitality for 
twenty years! 

I have never been able to take a va- 
cation, develop a hobby, or join a club 
or lodge of any kind. My wife does all her 
own housework, although she has needed 
medical attention for three years. My 
children cannot attend camps or young 


people’s assemblies. My wife has never 
attended an Annual Conference. These 
things have always cost money, and we 
never dared to use money that way. 

Having no money, I have never been 

able to shop around and get bargains. I 
have had to buy where I could get credit. 
I now owe $1,300, every dollar of which 
I once had great hopes of paying. During 
the same years that I have accumulated 
this debt the churches I have served failed 
to pay me $2,000 which they had prom- 
ised. They all say, “He wouldn’t pay his 
debts,” but none of them feel any obliga- 
tion to pay me that unpaid salary. If I had 
what is owed me by those churches, I 
could pay off every dollar of my in- 
debtedness, and provide my wife with 
needed medical care. ‘ 
_ A few times I have secretly vowed 
that I would never make another debt. 
During one of these periods of remorse 
my car needed “doping,” but I did not 
have the necessary two dollars. Some 
bearings burned out, and the repair bill 
was $42.55, still partly unpaid. On an- 
other occasion I broke my glasses, and 
was without them for three months. Since 
I need to wear them constantly, one can 
imagine what this did to my work. 

Once I missed a funeral. My car needed 
tires, and for two months I had begged 
the stewards to pay up my salary so I 
could buy some. When I suggested carry- 
ing my cause to the people they were 
outraged. They declared the people “would 
not stand for money being mentioned in 
the pulpit.” On my way to the funeral 
I had a blowout. Not having a spare 
tire, I put on a cold patch, cut a boot 
from an old casing, and pumped the tire 
by hand. A minister of another denomi- 
nation happened to be present, and con- 
ducted the funeral. My shortcoming (or 
“not-coming”) was duly reported to my 
superintendent, and I was badly demoted 
at Conference without being told why. 

In all these years since college I have 
never been paid as much as the salary 
offered me by the big corporation. My 
debts have crept upon me through sick- 
ness and misfortune. Now I have lost 
hope, ambition, self-confidence, and a 
large measure of self-respect. 

I am sure that much of my preaching 
has lacked that “inspiring quality” which 
makes a minister sought after. But it is 
hard to be inspiring in the pulpit and 
harried and harassed all week, down on 
Main Street, aware, too, that my cheap 
dental plates fit poorly, and that my wife 
is no longer regarded as a good musician 
simply because she needs glasses and I

The Value of Home Economics in 
the School 


An increasing recognition of the impor- 
tance of a thorough knowledge of home 
economics for adolescent girls, both for 
its practical utility and cultural signifi- 
cance, has developed into a greater con- 
ception of the educational worth of the 
subject in the school. Thus, the Bible 
Training School, eager to keep abreast 
with all of the modern trends in the field 
of education, is now offering a course 
in home economics to its high school 
girls. 

Home economics is merely offered as 
a supplement to home training. It gives 
the student a deeper knowledge of the 
world around her, helps her to adjust 
herself to her environment, and makes 
her ambitious to improve herself. It stim- 
ulates the fine ideals of American girl- 
hood and helps the girl to distinguish 
the good, worth-while, and genuine from 
the cheap and tawdry. 

Home economics should make each girl 
a more desirable member of society and 
helps her to bring out that which is best 
in her character and personality. As a 
result, she will be better equipped to earn 
her own living and to seek the best of 
life physically, morally, mentally, and 
socially. 


Teaching the girls to select and make 
their own clothing and how to prepare 
and serve meals are two of the main ob- 
jectives of the course. A study of nu- 
trition is of vital importance to health, 
and health is one of the major concerns 
of the nation today. This study includes 
the wise selection of food for themselves 
and others; good manners and courtesy; 
marketing; planning for special occasion; 
and food preservation. The study of cloth- 
ing has among its aims the awakening in 
the student of an intelligent interest in 
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the selection of fabrics, the making of 
garments, and the care of garments. 


Home economics is of value to the 
school in many ways, and although the 
class has been organized for only a few 
weeks, some of the results of this study 
can already be seen. The girls are becom- 
ing interested in growing and arranging 
flowers, and in decorating their rooms 
in the aormito~, The attractive cos- 
tumes used in the various school plays 
and programs are also a part of the handi- 
work of the Home Economics Depart- 
ment.—Sadie Cline, instructor. 


Special Request For Machines That 
Are Not Being Used

made a great stride forward when the 
services of Miss Sadie Cline, of Crandall, 
Ga., were secured and home economics 
was added to our curriculum. This 
would have been impossible, however, 
had we not had on hand two sewing ma- 
chines which Rev. H. D. Statum, of West 
Virginia, donated to the school some time 
ago.

average interpreter. 

The second mistake usually made when 
reading James had to do with the con- 
fusion of faith as to “kinds” and “‘con- 
ditions.” Many people say there are TWO 
KINDS of faith—dead and living. Evi- 
dently it has never occurred to them 
that what seems to be kinds of faith are 
really only CONDITIONS of faith. 

When the body is without the spirit, 
is it a different kind of body? Of course 
not; it is only in a different condition. 
It is still a human body even if it is 
dead. I firmly believed that Jesus 
Christ was the Son of God before I ever 
received salvation, but my faith was 
inactive because it was dead. 

But one day I put some works (re- 
pentance) with that faith and I was 
saved. Then my faith was made perfect; 
it became “living faith.” Now we are 
ready to continue with our proof, so 
look at— 

James 2:22 

“Seest thou HOW faith wrought 
WITH his works, and BY WORKS 
WAS HIS FAITH MADE PERFECT?” 

Be reasonable, dear reader, because I 
am anxious for you to grasp this glor- 
ious truth. Be honest in your heart and 
answer my next questions. 

Did James say in one single place that 
a person is saved by works alone? Did he 
say in any verse that one is justified by 
works apart from faith? Is it not true 
that James encouraged faith and only 
attempted to show what was necessary 
for one to have living faith? 

He asks, ‘““Was not Abraham our fa- 
ther justified by works, when he had 
offered Isaac his son upon the altar?” Jas. 
2:21. HOW was Abraham justified by 
works—by works alone? No, read the 
next verse: “Seest thou HOW FAITH 
WROUGHT WITH HIS WORKS and 
BY WORKS WAS HIS FAITH MADE 
PERFECT?” 

In other words, it was not Abraham’s 
“works” that justified him. He was not 
even justified by “faith and works.” He 
was justified by “faith with works.” Tc 
make it plainer still, he was justified by 
LIVING FAITH. That is, HE PUT 
WORKS WITH HIS FAITH IN OR- 
DER FOR HIS FAITH TO BE ALIVE 
SO FAITH COULD SAVE HIM. 

How do we know Abraham was jus- 
tified by faith? Was it because he refused 
to offer up his son? But, preacher, he 
never refused. Exactly, my friend, ex- 
actly, that’s the reason he was justified 
by faith—he put works with his faith 
and by works was his faith made perfect. 
If he had not done that he would never 
have been justified, for a man’s faith is 
proven by his works. Why certainly a 
man is justified by faith, but what 
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faith? BY LIVING FAITH! What is 

living faith? It is FAITH WITH 

WORKS. The justification of an indi- 

vidual is the result of faith but works 

plays a part in making that faith alive. 
Harmony 

Since we see that James believed in 
JUSTIFICATION by faith, it is simply 
easy to harmonize his doctrine with that 
of Paul’s. Only one argument remains 
and that is one to Paul’s inference that 
“works” have no part in justification by 
faith. 

I will admit the above inference; he 
did infer that justification by faith 
comes without works—but WHAT 
WORKS? The WORKS OF THE LAW. 
Rom. 3:28, “Therefore we conclude that 
a man is justified by faith WITHOUT 
THE DEEDS OF THE LAW.” Cer- 
tainly, my friend, for the deeds of the 
law are in vain. If the works of the law 
are still necessary, the cross of Christ is 
useless and vain. Paul wrote the book of 
Romans to distinguish between law and 
grace, the power of the “one” to con- 
demn as sin and the power of the other 
to deliver from sin. Don’t confuse works 
of the law (animal sacrifice) with those 
of living faith (repentance, etc.). 

Conclusion 

We have followed James through the 
mill and have watched him combine the 
essential constituents of-faith to make a 
finished product. It is this finished pro- 
duct with its essential constituents al- 
ready combined that Paul is mostly con- 
cerned about. 

James observed faith in the chemical 
laboratory, analyzing its substantial 
properties, while Paul is interested in the 
same faith after its chemical properties 
are already analyzed and mixed. 

“For as the body without the spirit is 
dead, so faith without works is dead 
also,” Jas. 2:26.

cannot afford to buy them. Besides, she 
has no piano, and has not kept up her 
practice. 

But when all the explanations have been 
offered, the facts are that I have not paid 
my bills. The church, in every town I 
have served, has suffered because of my 
failure. The cause to which I gave my 
life with such joyous abandon twenty 
years ago, has suffered because of me, and 
in spite of my best efforts. 

Long ago I quit trying to figure out 
who was to blame. I have plodded along, 
sometimes in despair, but driven by forces 
over which I seemed to have no control. 
Those debts have been the tragedy and the 
scandal of my life. Only because of the 
insistence of my district superintendent 
have I told the story. Perhaps I have suf- 








fered too long to be modest, even. 

Nobody wants advice from a failure. 
But if my experience is worth anything 
to any young man entering the ministry, 
let me say to him, “Do. not start into 
the ministry cumbered with debts.” 

There is but one safe rule for a preach- 
er. It is the only way he can save his own 
soul. If he has any sense of honor his 
debts will prove to be a constant drain on 
his spiritual vitality. 

Incidentally, official boards can help, 
by insisting that the churches keep their 
promises to their preachers.

two narcotic ingredients. Many of the 
breweries in America are owned by large 
holding companies which are chartered, 
capitalized, and owned in Germany. 
During the First World War some of 
these brewers were investigated for their 
pro-German activities. All of them were 
compelled to cease the brewing of beer, 
for two reasons: (1) To conserve the 
food materials being destroyed in the 
manufacture of beer, and (2) to con- 
serve the physical and mental energies 
and health of the soldiers and sailors 
whom beer debauches. While German 
submarines sink tens of thousands of 
tons of food in the Atlantic, big brew- 
ers with German names are sinking tens 
of thousands of foodstuffs in their vats 
in America. Undertakers are sinking in- 
to our cemeteries tens of thousands of 
victims of liquor and beer. 

“With the indignation of a patriotic 
citizen I am a conscientious objector to 
the policy of our Goverriment which 
abets the debauchery of the fine man- 
hood and character of our American 
boys.” 

Did you ever study the nationalities 
of the brewers? Try it. Unless something 
is done to curb liquor, mankind is every- 
where doomed.

Spirit unto unfeigned love of the breth- 
ren, see that ye love one another with 
a pure heart fervently,” 1 Pet. 1:22. 
“There is a generation that are PURE 
in their own eyes, and yet is not washed 
from their filthiness,’ Prov. 30:12. 


An unclean incident is unclean and 
therefore unhealthy; unhealthly and 
therefore unmanly; unmanly and there- 
fore unholy; unholy and therefore un- 
kind; uncalled for, unnecessary, abso- 
lutely inexcusable and beneath the dig- 
nity of any man who claims to be 
either a Christian or gentleman.
